No PL-50(13)/77 — Bullock cart has important place in a 
lural economy like India's This mode of transport is likely 
to retain its importance in the coming decades, inspite of the 
considerable pi ogress of motorised Iranspoit With a vicW 
to understand the rtjle of this mode in the socio-economic 
fabric of rural aieas and to* modernise the design of cart, a 
high level intcr-departmental meeting was held on the 24th 
December 1976 It was recommended at that meeting that 
for tackling the different aspects of this problem, a Steering 
Group might be set up by the Ministry of Shipping and Trans- 
poil with representatives from the other organisations con- 
cerned The Govt, of India have accepted the recommenda- 
tion and have consequently decided to set up a Steering Group

(c) To examine allied aspects such as evolution of new 
bullock -cart designs, credit facilities, draught power 
research, socio-economic studies, effect on road capa- 
city, pavement design and other road design ele- 
ments, etc. 

(d) To invite suggestions for further works. 

(e) To examine any other connected aspect havmg a 
bearing on development of bullock cart ti'ansport 
which the Group may consider relevant 

3 The Headquarters of the Group will be at Nt/w Delhi, but 
it Will be free to visit such other places as it may consider 
necessary in connection with its woik The Central Govern- 
ment hope that the State GovemDients, Local Administrations 
and private mstitutions/partics concerned will afford the 
Group all assistance it may require and furnish any informa- 
tion which it may call for. 

4 The Group is constituted initially for a period of five 
years and its term may be extended at the discretion of the 
Central Government.
